caught, and the professor who flunk­ 
ed him was the unthinking culprit 
because he had no mercy.

their control, into intolerable po­ 
sitions. Just the same, retribution 
caught up with them because it had 
to. 
This is the nature of tragedy. 
Society demands certain penalties 
for certain transgressions and when 
you make exceptions for whatever 
reasons — I am not speaking of the 
courts now but of dramatic works -- 
you weaken the moral fabric of your 
slay. And in every viewer there 
is a little weakening of his own 
moral fiber. A ll of us, from day to 
day, have to withstand temptations 
of some sort. If we see weakness 
condoned for whatever reason, it 
Dulls the rug out from under the 
rest of us.

I hate to strike such a righteous 
attitude but I 
feel 
strongly that 
dramatically it leaves the play­ 
goer unsatisfied. 
Anna Karenina 
lad every reason to leave her hus­ 
band; she is an enormously sym- 
Dathetic character; 
we wish she 
could find happiness. But, if she 
had found happiness in adultery, 
would "Anna Karenina" have been 
the great book that it is? Would we 
not have put the book down feeling 
vaguely troubled and unsatisfied? 
Recently another dramatic show 
— I 
forget which one — had a 
story in which the hero kited some 
checks. He got away with it be­ 
cause everyone was so understand­ 
ing and sympathetic about his prob­ 
lems, which were all of his own 
making. But this kind of sympathy 
while it might be nice to have in 
your neighbor, is not at all satis­ 
fying on television and there have 
been increasing complaints from 
viewers who feel that morally their 
J V set is betraying them.

TAX TIME 
You pay most of your local taxes 
in the early fall, but the decisions 
which determine the size of them 
are now being m ade, In the next 
two or three months nearly every 
governing body in the county will 
have decided how much it needs 
for the coming year and must find 
the source of its income. 
The source, of course, is you, 
but that "you” takes in quite a 
variety of incomes, ranging from 
the man on social security to the 
gentleman who collects stock divi­ 
dends and enjoys watching his tax 
exempt municipal bond checks roll 
in. How to reach all in fair propor­ 
tion is the vexing problem facing 
most officials, and unfortunately 
the majority of them can do nothing 
about it. 
The tax structure in Pennsylvania 
is a thing that has grown and sprout­ 
ed 
in 
a heterogeneous manner, 
though our adjective is not entirely 
fitting. Most of the taxes available 
!are quire sim ilar basically, and 
they are not entirely accidents. They 
are tailored to avoid true fairness, 
and there is no such thing as a 
graduated tax to fit the pocketbook 
of the payer. 
The public, of course, isn't going 
•to do anything about this unfair 
situation for several reasons. First, 
it is not organized and is very un­ 
informed. Secondly, it does not want 
to face facts and would rather pay 
an unfair hidden tax than demand 
that the laws be changed so that 
each will pay according to his a- 
bility. If this happens the taxpayer 
will 
see the bill and he doesn't 
like it that way. 
Proof of this is the income tax. 
There is much room for improve­ 
ment in the federal income tax, 
but it is a far better assessment 
than the miscellaneous levies Penn­ 
sylvania uses to finance its state, 
county, and local governments. But 
the fxiblic has not been sold on an 
income tax for the simple reason 
that those who control our various 
propaganda 
mills, 
including 
the 
press, radio, and television, or a 
vast majority of them, have opposed 
such an assessment. They like it 
the way it is for the obvious reason 
that they escape a fair share of the 
load. 


UNSOUND TAXES 
The real estate tax on which most 
boroughs 
an d 
counties 
depend 
heavily for income is not basically 
sound. And no matter how fair a job 
the present assessing firm does for 
Warren county, we will not have a 
proportionate answer to our tax 
load. 
The property assessments if made 
absolutely fair as to actual value of 
the homes and land involved still 
would mean that we would be taxing 
people on the basis of what they spend 
and not on what they earn or by the 
amount they benefit from our kind of 
society. As long as we obtain our 
revenue on the basis of expenditures 
and not on the basis of the ability 
to pay, our taxes will be inequitable. 
Those living in the same com­ 
munity enjoy the same benefits, yet 
one may choose to invest his money 
in a $15,000 home while another buys 
a $7,000 relic and puts the rest of 
his earnings in tax free bonds. Both 
enjoy 
the 
same 
municipal 
ad­ 
vantages, but one pays fifty per 
cent more of the costs. 
Fair? 
To top this off many of our 
boroughs, and townships, levy a 
per 
capita 
tax on each person 
twenty-one years of age or over. 
This is an absolutely flat rate, 
whether you have five dependents 
ior none. In fact if all your depend­ 
ents are over twenty-one you pay a 
jflat per capita on every one of them, 
; while a wealthy bachelor pays only 
'on himself. 
I 
We avoid the wage tax in Warren 
! county 
while 
accepting 
the per 
i capita. Though the wage tax is not 
j ideal because the Pennsylvania con­ 
stitution prevents us from having ! 
graduated assessm ents of any kind, 
it is based on income and naturally 
the larger income pays the larger 
tax. Fair enough?

COUNTY REACHES SOME 
The county is the only political 
subdivision that is making use of a 
medium which reaches those who 
have a bit of wealth. The commis­ 
sioners enjoy the income from the 
personal property tax, which is a 
4 mill assessment against certain 
stocks and sim ilar holdings. It yields 
about $90,000. This is more than 
the $84,000 brought into the county 
by the occupations tax, and is a third 
of the $270,000 amount produced by 
the real estate tax. 
It obviously serves to reach some 
of 
the wealthier sections which 
otherwise would not pay what they 
can afford. In W arren’s First Ward 
where much wealth is located, the 
property value is set at only $1, 
070,320.-This Ward pays only $9,244 
in real estate tax to the county. 
The 
Fourth, 
despite 
its 
low 
assessments, has a total of $1, 
264,460, and pays $10,822 to the 
county. More than the First Ward! 
But the county makes up for this 
through the personal property tax. 
Residents of the First Ward have 
stocks and bonds valued at $4,523, 
188. 
Ar four mills they pay the 
county $18,092, twice as much as 
they pay on real estate. 


The Fourth Ward residents have 
wealth in these kind of securities 
valued at only $426,551, and pay 
only $1,706 in personal property 
tax. Thus the Fourth Ward’s total 
payment to the county is $15,913, 
half of the 
First Ward amount, 
thanks to a tax that does in a small 
way reach those who can afford to 
pay. 
(This is not a completely fair 
example because most of the Fourth 
Ward assessments are based on 
industrial plant values.) 
One of the wealthiest communi­ 
ties in the area based on personal 
property holdings that are taxable 
under this law is Tidioute. Its real 
estate valuation is only $465,400. 
But its personal property holdings 
total $670,898, one of the few politi­ 
cal subdivisions in the county to 
have more personal wealth register­ 
ed than it does real estate. There 
are only four others, the First, 
Second, Third, and Fifth Wards in 
Warren. 
This offers the county the unique 
advantage of being able to reach 
such money in a small way. A wage 
or income tax in our boroughs and 
townships would do it even better.

STRANGE MEASURE 
But the personal property tax is 
not a fair solution. It too is based 
on what you spend and how you sfiend 
it instead of on how able you are to 
pay. It is possible to have much 
money, invest it in the right kind of 
stocks or bonds and escape the 
personal property tax. Thus one 
man escapes taxation completely 
while another may pay heavily. 
This piece is not written as a shot 
at the wealthy. Most of us are will­ 
ing to pay our fair share if we are 
certain that all are doing so. Such 
is not possible at present with a 
tax base that determines your as­ 
sessments according to how you 
spend your income rather than how 
much you receive. 
Most of our taxes in this state 
are so measured. 
Our purchases 
yield almost $200 million in sales 
taxes, our use of gasoline provides 
$178 million, cigarettes cost us $56 
million in taxes, beverages nick us 
for $46 million, registration fees 
for automobiles cost us over $80 
million. 
Why not turn it around and obtain 
this revenue according to what each 
can afford? An overhaul of our tax 
structure is long overdue, just as a 
modernization of our antique state 
constitution is very much needed. 
The two, of course, are synonymous.

DEPRESSION COMING UP? 
The answer to that one depends 
a bit on what you call a “ depres­ 
sion” . Certainly we may have a 
recession . . . already are having 
one. When work hours are reduced, 
men laid off, and the stock market 
sags, most of us are feeling the 
results of a receding economy. Or 
we will feel it in a few months if 
the present trend continues. 
A m ajor share of us vividly 
rem em ber 
the 
last. Explaining, 
perhaps, the tendency of many to 
ease up on their buying despite the 
fact that they are not really suffer­ 
ing any financial loss at the present 
time. It is the memory of how far 
a dollar had to go during those work­ 
less days that stays the spending 
hand in the face of lay-offs and talk 
of rough times ahead. 
The most frightening aspect of 
that thought is the small value of 
a dollar today. If a man had a 
couple 
thousand dollars stashed 
away during the last depression he 
was in a strong position. The basic 
needs could be met while he scratch­ 
ed out some kind of a living. The 
mortgage would not be foreclosed. 
But two thousand dollars today 
would not keep a family in food and 
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The mistletoe’s above the door, 
The m antel’s hung with pine, 
And every frosted windowpane 
Is bright with candleshine . . . 


At last the children are in bed 
And parents smile to see 
The growing pile of dreams-come-true

clothing under a warm roof for a 
very extensive period. Five thou­ 
sand would be much more useful, 
but how many working men have five 
thousand dollars tucked away? 
* 
We have many cushions to ease 
a depression today. In fact we have 
enough of them possibly to change 
a light depression into a deep re ­ 
cession. Legislation passed as the 
result of the last depression, set­ 
ting up several protections, will 
change the reaction to troublesome 
times. 
There should be no run on the 
banks. No m atter whether you are 
the first in line or the last, your 
deposits are insured by the gov­ 
ernment. We are relaxed on that 
score, and relaxation is an im por­ 
tant item in times of economic 
pressure. 
If you are laid off there still 
will be some money coming in, 
thanks to unemployment insurance. 
It may not be a very big amount, 
but it is better than soup lines, 
poorly organised relief, and the 
need to sell all but your soul, and 
perhaps some of that, in order to 
obtain public assistance. 
If you are retired, troubled times 
may find you better off than you are 
now. Social security payments will 
have more value if prices are forced 
down by a depression. You will have 
no w orries such as those which 
plagued the older people during the 
last depression. Many of them still 
were trying to do a bit of work or 
were helped by their children.They 
were the first ones to be discharged 
or those on whom they were de­ 
pendent were unable to help. It is 
much different today. 
* 
Another major difference is the 
mental attitude of public officials to­ 
day. The fear of heavy spending has 
been reduced and Washington would 
move much faster today if it became 
necessary to provide jobs in case of 
a national emergency. It might not 
move fast enough to suit many of 
us, but faced with heavy unemploy­ 
ment it would not have the reluc­ 
tance that existed in such circles 
thirty years ago. 


SIGNS OF TROUBLE 
There are signs of recessive 
troubles and we should be facing 
them. If they really develop in a 
major way, we should be prepared 
to act, as a people and as a govern­ 
ment. The latter may be forced by 
the alertness of the form er. 
There are many lay-offs and un­ 
employment is the highest it has 
been in several years. If it contin­ 
ues to increase, down goes buying 
power. 
There is less overtime in many 
shops, and we do not need tell hun­ 
dreds of employes that they are not 
filling their hours with solid work 
these days. Less of them are needed, 
even though many plants are not 
thinning the ranks. 
Recessive signs are relative. If 
people become nervous about the 
future they will stop spending dol­ 
lars for the durable goods, such as 
household 
appliances, 
furniture, 
cars, homes, and items requiring 
time payments. This of course, in­ 
creases unemployment. A vicious 
circle. 
Though public officials today are 
more apt to spend money for made 
work than was the case in the 1920’s,( 
the current administration may even 
reduce such expenditures before it 
increases them. It will not surprise 
us if the present administration 
recommends the increase of m is­ 
sile spending at the cost of public 
works, and will spend lessforother 


forms of armament. 
It also would not surprise us if 
many who are major powers behind 
the administration would like to 
create a bit of unemployment in 
hopes of slapping down labor. The 
same people are not very apt to re ­ 
duce the prices of their products. 
The reason for this is the lack of 
competition. They possess what a- 
molints to a monopoly, and they are 
locked by the horns with the biggest 
of the unions in a strikeless but 
very silent and potent struggle. 


The politics of this may cause 
Washington leaders to lose their 
nerve. No one wants to be beaten 
at the polls. However, they are 
playing with something they may 
not be able to control. At least not 
with ease of manipulation. 
If we are correct in our suspi­ 
cions we expect to see a deeper 
recession during the next 
few 
months than some would like to 
have. But by the end of 1959, tool­ 
m akers will be hustling and dollars 
will be spent. We are not pessi­ 
m istic about the long run future, but 
the bigs may squeeze many littles 
into debt o rout of business this com­ 
ing year.

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Defense Trouble May 
Mean Tax New Deal 


By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON — We could get a 
new deal in taxes out of the circum ­ 
stances of defense program needs. 
This is a suggestion of our new 
Chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, Rep. Wilber D. 
Mills (De, Ark.). 
He wants us to 
take a real I o o k at inequities in our 
tax laws which still are full of loop­ 
holes and due for overhauling. This 
will be done at committee hearings 
early in January as were ordered by 
the 
late Rep. Je re Cooper (D., 
Tenn.), before the former chairman 
died last week. 
Never has there been such a pro­ 
pitious occasion for Congress and 
our people to dramatize the need of 
sacrifice for our defense program, 
and to close tax loopholes so that 
there can be equality of sacrifices. 
If powerful interests who have been 
evading their just tax burdens really 
intend to sacrifice for our common 
defense, then it is the time now. 
It wuuId, indeed, be an oppor­ 
tunity for ihe 48-year-oldArkansas 
leader, one of the handful of the 
most powerful figures in Congress. 
It would require boldness and cour­ 
age. 
How much of a job it would 
be for Rep. Mills he, himself, well 
knows. 
For he is perhaps the out­ 
standing authority in the House on 
inequities 
of tax law. 
He has 
worked long and hard as head of a 
subcommittee that has been trying 
to root out loopholes. 
But with considerable ill success. 
He and some of his colleagues have 
butted against the powers-that-be 
in Congress, both House andSenate. 
Everywhere there are the sacred 
cows and untouchables. 
F or in­ 
stance, there is the special privi­ 
lege in oil’s ll 1/2 per cent de­ 
pletion allowance, and other special 
allowances, which is carefully pro­ 
tected by the two topmost leaders 
of the Democratic party — Speaker 
of House Sam Rayburn and Senate 
leader Lyndon Johnson, both of 
Texas. 
There are other special privi­ 
leges protected by powerful inter­ 
ests, 
including the capital gains 
tax, special treatment for insurance 
companies, 
and numerous other 
privileges. 
Rep. Mills knows the score. Will 
he dare to buck the wheels-within­ 
wheels of power? 
Young, ambitious and, at his age, 
he can in time aspire to the Speak­ 


ership. 
Slowly he had moved up to 
the pedestal of the chairmanship 
of the biggest, single, most influ­ 
ential committee in Congress, with 
its jurisdiction over taxes, tariffs. 
Social Security, and other matters. 
He also has another post of power 
involved in that. This is the chair­ 
manship of the Democratic Com­ 
mittee on Committees which is em ­ 
bodied in the 15 Democratic mem­ 
bers of the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, the hierarchy. 
It assigns 
committee posts. 
The new chairman is even more 
influential because of the impact 
of fast-moving events in which tax 
policy must play in our defense 
crisis. 
This calls not only for 
more money for defense, but we 
must calculate on a lower tax yield 
because of the slow-down of our 
economy. 
Intricately affected is 
the budget. 
We may not be able to do the 
trick without additional tax revenue. 
Our situation is less satisfactory 
than when Rep. Mills fought a tax 
reduction 
in the last session of 
Congress and won his way against 
Speaker Rayburn and Democratic 
House Floor Leader, Rep. JohnM c- 
Cormack (D„ Mass.). 
Since then 
the Russian 
sputniks have gone 
aloft, and we have gone almost crazy 
over rockets and missiles, and the 
economic picture is increasingly 
less favorable. 
Most important, then, is the time 
of sacrifice for the task outlined 
by our new Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee chairman to root out in­ 
equities in our tax laws. 
Indeed, 
the committee could find enough 
loopholes by which privileged in­ 
terests 
can 
finance two billions 
for the defense program, maybe 
more. 
Saving should begin here. 
The forgotten people are the low 
and middle income brackets who 
have paid and paid. Virtually noth­ 
ing has been done for them in the 
way of tax relief for years. 
The 
Eisenhower 
Administration 
w as 
busy helping big business corpora­ 
tions and wealthy taxpayers with 
liberalizing depreciation allowan­ 
ces, 
special 
treatments of divi- 
dents, special tax write-offs, and 
the like. 
In fact, 
in his last interview, 
just before his death, the lateC hair- 
man Cooper said he intended to 
"look into basic policies underlying 
our tax laws,” and with particular 
emphasis on the share borne by low 
and middle income groups. 
They 
are still waiting patiently. 
It should be the turn of the tax 
evaders to sacrifice for their coun­ 
try, which is theirs, too.

pavements are slippery, take it 
easy while accelerating, braking 
and turning. Drive at a steady 
pace and get the “feel” of the 
road. To find out if the pavement 
is slick, try your brakes occasion­ 
ally while driving slowly, away 
from traffic. 
2. On snow or ice, stay well 
behind the car ahead. To avoid 
a rear collision, the distance 
between cars must be consid­ 
erably greater than when the 
pavement is dry. 
3. If you have to stop sudden­ 
ly on ice, don’t panic and jam or 
“freeze” on brakes. This may 
send your car into an uncon­ 
trollable skid. The best way to 
maintain full control of your car 
during a sudden stop is a fast 
up and down pumping of the 
brakes. If the 
rear starts to 
swing, release the brakes and 
steer in the direction of the skid.

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Business Favors Costly 
Defense Action 


By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON — The spillingout 
of the contents of the supposedly 
top secret Gaither report repre­ 
sents an effort by business men 
supporters of President Eisenhower 
to put a burr under his saddle. 
The report paints an alarming 
picture of American defense weak­ 
nesses. It was madeby a commitee 
appointed by the President, and it 
has been in his hands nearly two 
months. 
He is reported by members of 
the committee to have said that 
while he personally agreed with 
the contents he felt the American 
people would not be willing to pay 
for the increased spending it would 
entail. 
That increase is placed as 
high as $60 billion in some stories; 
it is certainly well above the present 
$38 billion figure. 
The President’s comments con­ 
vinced the committee that a flanking 
attack around him and his major 
advisor, Sherman Adams, would 
be necessary. They turned to Vice 
President Nixon first and in a p ri­ 
vate session warned him that they 
intended to get action. 


It is denied that the present leaks 
to the press were Nixon’s idea and 
they need not have been. 
Many 
members of the committee are 
fam iliar with the technique, having 
done service in the State Depart­ 
ment, the Pentagon and with the 
Marshall Plan. 
Anyway the story is out and it 
is a fearsome one. The Adminis­ 
tration is still trying to sit on the 
lid, but the effort is vain. 
Con­ 
gress has no choice, knowing that 
news of such danger and urgency 
exists, but to pursue the m atter. 
It is the best break the Democrats 
could have in their effort to force 
a greater sense of urgency on the 
White House. 
Some hint of the course the P resi­ 
dent may take regarding it may 
appear in his report to the nation 
about the NATO conference. 
lf 
that is only another “ chins up’’ 
effort, optimistic in tone, it will 
inflame the Gaither committee the 
more. 
It wants a breakthrough — in 
m issiles, foreign aid both m ilitary 
and economic, education of all kinds 
and space conquest. Its offer is to 
speak, work and struggle for such a 
program with Congress and with 
the public. 
!

A constituent of one 
Southern Senator recently broke 
the news to the President inAdams’ 
presence that the newspaper in his 
city, formerly all-out for Eisen- 
lower, was bitterly complaining 
about the defense situation and in­ 
clined to find Eisenhower much at 
fault. 
According to the constituent’s re ­ 
port to the Senator, Adams turned 
on him furiously after they left 
the President, with a command to 
'bring your bad news to me, never 
inside the P resident’s office. ’

nique today, it will be put to a 
severe test when the world’s great­ 
est sounding board — the Senate 
floor with its unlimited debate — 
gets back into operation.

And 
they are mighty smart when they 
are little more than a yolk in the old 
gobbler’s eye. 
But the turkeys already are at­ 
tracting hunters from other areas, 
f they can be multiplied and a few 
good kills are made, Pennsylvania 
will have another bit of game to 
bring in the hunting dollars. 
A big share of your hunters soon 
may decide they would rather have 
a wild turkey than a deer. The meat 
is excellent and there is not mo re of 
it than a family can use. The bi rd is 
easier to bring out of the woods than 
a dead deer. And most deer do not
